The Earl had 
bound himſelf, by an Oath, to extirpate Hereſy, and to lead an Arm 
into the Holy Lani when he was at Paris, and had made Peace with 
the French King and the Church: But as there 1 nd a Tumult at 
 Tholouſe againſt the Cenſors of the Faith, raiſed by thoſe, who were faid 
to be infected with Hereſy, and as there was not an immediate Stop put 
to it upon its firſt Beginning, the Earl ſeemed to have broke he Frome, 
5 cheriſh Hereticks, becauſe he did not reſtrain their Fury. _. 

The Pope gave freſh Inſtructions to his Legate on this Affair, and or- 
der'd. him to renew the Tho/ouſe Statutes, to reject all the Edicts and 
Laws which infringed the Eccleſiaſtical Liberty, to remove from the 

lick Councils all ſuſpected, or defamed of - Hereſy : And, by other 
he was order d to cauſe all the Houſes of the Tho/ouſe Hereticks to 
be demoliſhed. :; He alſo moſt earneſtly entreated the French 4 2 that 
he would vie the Power committed to him by Gop, to compel t 
and Conſuls of Tholouſe to amend the aſoreſaid Crimes, and do his Ky 
to ; Hereſy. - Then he admoniſhed him to force the Earl to go to 
Feruſalem the next March,. and fend his own Brother Alpbonſus, to 
whom Raymond s Daughter had been betrothed, to adminiſter the Affairs 
of the Earſdom of Tholouſe. 

The Tribunal of the Inquiſition waenotonly bateful: to the People, by 
reaſon of its Novelty; but. becauſe the Inquiſitors themſelves ..render'd; it 
hateful by their exceſſive Cruelty. Amongſt theſe, one Friar Robert 
was not the leaſt. He was ſirnamed Bulgarus, becauſe he had. cruelly, 
perſecuted and deliver d over to the Fire the Valdenſes, then called Bulga-, 
rians; or, accort to others, becauſe he himſelf had been a Bulgarian, 
n them, had enter d into the Order of the Dani 

He was Inquiſitor of the Faith in the Netherlands and France; 
A : Manor an auſtere” Temper, ſupported by the Royal Authority of Lewis, 
who, commanded him to burn many who were infected with Hereſy. 
But vrhen aſterwards the faid Friar, n to Matt. Paris) in the 
Vear 12 36, abuſed the Authority wen bim, and tranſgreſſed the Boun ds. 
of Modeſty and-; Juſtice, n ughty, powerful, and terrible, con- 
demning to the ſame Puniſhment the Innocent, as well as the Guilty, he. 
was put out of his Office by the Pope's Order, and ſhut up in perpetual 
Impriſonment. Afterwards, Fulco cad 1 5 the ſame Ate in Lan- 
guedoc ; upon account of whoſe exceflive Cruelty, Philip the Friar ſent, 


in — 1271, certain Perſons to enquire into * mn 
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and Inder d, that, for the future, thoſe who were ſuſpected of Hereſy, 
ſhould" be put 1 into the Royal Priſons at Tholouſe; and that the King's Sub- 
jects ſhould not be detained by the Inquiſitor s Decree, without the Bi- 
ſhop's Advice firſt had, and the Aſſiſtance of the yal Seneſchal. It 
would have been well if theſe two Perſons only had exceeded the Bounds 
of juſt Judgment; but, in reality, this was the Fault of moſt of them 
And therefore, that the Minds of Men might not be too mach exafpera- 
ted; they added ſome of the Order of the Friars Minors to the Predicants, 
by their Gentleneſs to 1 16 a Ne rr nr done 
in the Year 1238. 
Indeed, this Tribunatof the Aae aten was the fitteſt Method” in the 
: World for Perſons to oppreſs their Enemies, under the Pretence that they 
were infected with Hereſy, and was abuſed to this Purpoſe by political 
Men, as well as Ecclefiaſticks. The Emperor Fred#:ic+& was greedy of 
Revenge, and uſed, by various Pretences and Subordinations of Crimes, 
to e againſt thoſe whom he inwardly hated. To this-Purpoſe;/ he 
| 1 to cut off Herericks ; and appointed that, in all the 
inces and Places of Note, there ſhould be a udge, together with A 
Piclate to take Cognizance of the Examination of Perſons by Torture; 
and, for this pious Precaution, as it appeared, he was commended by 
Pope Gregory. But he improved this to gratify his Revenge cauſing ma- 
ny innocent Catholicks, who had incurred his Dih to be accuſed 
_ of Hereſy, and burnt alive, to the great Grief a Offence of all; 'info- 
much that Gregory gravely admoniſhed him, that he ſhould endeavour'to 
extirpate Hereſy, and not deſtroy Catholicks. Vet the Roman Pontiffs 
did much more inſolently abuſe their Power; for chey were not afraid to 
brand with the Name bf Heth and to -againft,” as: Heraticks, 
Kings and Princes, ' nay, even the Emperor Mf 1 they would not 
own their tnbounded Power, and doevery Thingaccording to tkeir Beck. 
Of this we have a famous Inſtatee in the EmperoriPredericts He had 
made very ſevere Laws againſt Hereticks, greatly increaſed the Authority 
of che Inquifition ; and, in the Year 12365 having found ſbme Pet ſons 
at Palence infected with Hereſy, he order d eternaF Markw of Infamy to 
be imprinted on their Faces with a red hot Iron. And yet he not 
eſeape the Pontiff's Thunder; for, in the Year 1239, Pope Gregory 
ned the Sentence of Excothimunieation ag him, th 4510 ved 
all his Subjects from the Obligation of any Dury or Oath they were unter 
to him.

The Imperial like 
Proceſe ſhduld be carried on againſt Eaæeline, Lord of Padua, and zea- 
louſly attach d to the Emperor Party: For, in the Year 1248, the ſame 
Pope Innocent pronounced the Ecclefiaſtical Cenſures againſt him on the 
Day of the Feſtival of the holy Sacrament.

guilty Perſon to be preſent, he fixed him the Calends of Auguſt for the

ner, provided for his Security; hereby demonſtrating, that he muſt en- 
tertain no Hopes of Reconciliation; unleſs he would, in all Things, fub- 
ject himſelf to the Beck and Pleaſure of the Pope, and own him as ſu- 
preme judge in all Cauſes whatſover. But as Eze/ine did not appear, the 
Pope, in the Year 1251; deputed the Biſhop of Treviſo, and the Prior of 
the /P3edicatttratt Mantza, to let him know that he ſhould be ſubject to 
alb the Punithments ordained againſt Hereticks,' unleſs he appear d beſbre 
the Holy See within the next Calends of Auguſt, and ſubmitted himſelf 
to receive his Commands: That if he refuſed to appear, they ſhould pub- 
lickly declare, that he v to be avoided hy all, as one defiled with; He- 
refy, that his Body might be ſeized on, his Goods plunder d, and that 
an Army of 'Craſs=Beaters ſhbuld be fear againit him, and his Followers. 
This Proceſs laſted ſume Time before the Pope pronounced the long 
intended Sentence. At length, in the Vear 12 54, on the Day of the 
Feſtival of the Sactament, Exelint was condemned for Hereſy, and ſub- 
jected 'by | the moſt bitter: Sentence againſt him, ' publiſhed by Tanccent 
himfelf, to all the Puniſhments of Hereticks ; in which Sentence, he was 
charged with horrid Crimes.

| e Pope had thaw far third hard 'i in coodbting the Affair of 
che Inquiſition. But as there were perpetual Quarrels between the 
Popes. and the Emperor, the Pope's Succeſs was not anſwerable to his 


Wiſhes, as being more intent upon promoting War, than enquiring into, 


and judging of Hereſies. But, after the Death of the Emperor Frede- 
rick, the Affairs of Germany being in great Diſorder, and Italy without 
any Prince; Pope Innocent IV. ſeeing all Things become ſubject to his 
Power, in the Milaneze and other Parts of Traly, determined to extirpate 
all Hereſies, which had greatly encreaſed in the preceding War: And, 
becauſe the Dominican and Franciſcan Friars had greatly aſſiſted the Pope 


againſt Hereticks, and were animated with a: fiery Zeal, he committed 
this Aﬀair to them, rather than to any others: whatſoever. He therefore 


erected a Tribunal, ſolely for the Buſineſs of the Faith; and gave to the 
Inquiſitors perpetual Power to adminiſter Judgment in his Metals in this 


Cauſe. 
His firſt and principal Care was to purge Italy from Hereſy, which

Nor did he ſhew leſs Severity 1 reuſving about that 
Time in France; for he ordered that many of them, who were convicted 
of Errors by the Inquiſitors, who were Predicunt Friars, ſnould be deli- 
vered to the Princes, to be puniſhed according to the Eccleſiaſtical Law. 
There is extant in the Vatican Library a large Volume of the Tranſactions 
of theſe Predicant Friars againſt Hereticks in the Kingdom of France, 
chis Year of our Lord 1391. 
The fame ohn XXII. condemned the Beguins of Hereſy, and com- 


manded the Inquifitors of heretical Pravity to proceed againſt them, and 
to deliver over to the Secular Court all who continued obſtinate in their 
Error, to be puniſhed with Death gg 
Theſe Beguins were Monks of the Order of St. Francis: They are ſe- 
veral Times called, of tbe third Rule of St. Francis. His Rule was, that 
the Friars offfihis Order ſhould have no particular Property of their own, 
neither Houſe, nor Place, nor any Thing, but ſhould live by begging: 
This he called Evangelick Poverty. This Rule was. confirmed and ap- 
by ſeveral Popes. But as many believed the Obſervance of it to be 

above all human Strength, many Doubts aroſe concerning it; ſome con- 
tending that they were to renounce the Property of all Things in particu- 


lar, but not in common; and that it was no ways contrary to the Fran- 


titan my to have the Poſſeſſion of Things-in common, ſo that they 

poſſeſſed nothing in particular. But Nicholas III. condemned this Opi- 
nion bya Conſtitution. However, though all Property Was taken from 
theſe Friats, as well in common as in ſpecial, yet were they not deprived 
of the Uſe of hat they had. For Martin IV. publiſhed a Bull, February 
Calends 10, 1282, by which he ordained, that the Property, the Right 
and Dominion of every Thing which the Friars had by Donation or Le- 
gacy, ſhould be in the Church of Rome, but that the Friars ſhould have 
the Uſe. He alſo allowed the Miniſters and Keepers of the Order, the 
Faculty of naming Adminiſtrators, Stewards, Syndicks ; who, in the 
Name of the Church of Rome, and for the Advantage of the Friars, may 
receive and demand Alms and Legacies, and ſue for the Recovery and 
Preſervation of them. Clement V. confirmed the fame in the Council of 
Vienna, by a Conſtitution extant. among the Clementines. However, 
Clement allowed, that when it appeared very likely, even from Experience, 
that they could not otherwiſe. ſecure the Neceſlaries' of Life, they might

Many, however, er gathered 
up the burnt Bones and Aſhes of theſe four Friars, who had been con- 
demned as Hereticks, and kept them for Relicks, and kiſſed and wor- 
ſhipped them as the Relicks of Saints; yea, ſome marked their Names and 
the Days in which they ſuffered in the Calendars. This Account agrees 
well with what we read of the Beguim in the Sentences of the — 
Inquiſition. Amongſt other Things, we read, Fol. 155, in the Sentence 
of Peter Morefms de Bello Podib, that he believed that John XXII. who 
Wa, then Pope, and whom” be calls the Boar of the Foreft, had deſtroyed the 
TFnelofure of the Church, and done more Harm to the Church of God, than all 
former Hereticks had done. In Fol. 156, tis deſcribed to Bernard de na 
Jacina, that he ford twite or thrice, when he was ſpeaking about the Pope's 
Power to diſpenſe with the Rule of St. Francis: Do you believe that if the 
Pope bound the Tail of an Aſc upon Earth, the Tail of an Aſs would be bound 
Thus from a Controverſy, originally of no Moment, roſe up, at length, 
through the Warmth of Men's Minds, a difnal Tragedy ; and, after the 
Pope's Authority began to be called in queſtion, a ſevere Perſecution was 
raiſed againft the Beguins. © .

© Beſides the Tenets commonly charged upon the aforeſaid 'Beguins, there 
are others imputed to them of a very flagitious Nature, iz. that to kiſs 
Momen and embrace them, provided they did not conſummate the car- 
nal Sip, was greatly meritorious, and an Argument of Fortitude and Ab- 
ſtinence, and of a ſtrong and acceptable Love of God, and the trueſt Proof 
that each Party was reſolutely virtuous; and that whatever Lyes any Man 
told a Woman to gain her Conſent to his Deſires, was not Hereſy, ſo 
that he believed in his Heart that the carnal Act was Sin; even though to 
gain her Conſent he fhould tell her, that the carnal Act was meritorious, 
and for the Safety of her Soul; yet that it would not be Sin, if he 
held the contrary in his Heart. And agreeable to this was their Practice, 
tting themſelves naked in Bed with naked Women, kiſſing and em- 
bracing them in a very lewd manner, boaſting of their Continence and 
Reſolution, becauſe they abſtained from the laſt carnal A dt.

Friar John Bemmius, 
a Predicant, and Inquiſitor, pronounced this heretical, and ordered Beren- 
garius to recant. He refuſed, and, appealing to the Apoſtolick See, went 
to Avignon, and gave the Pope an Account of the whole Affair; who 
kept Berengurius in honourable Cuſtody, and propoſed it afterwards ta all 
the Academies, and the moſt learned Men all over the World, as a e 
ſtion fit to be debated, Whether it was not to be eſteemed heretical, 


ſtinately to affirm, that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, had no- 


thing in ſpecial or in common? After the Queſtion was propoſed, 
that all might give their Opinion with greater Freedom, he ſuſpended 
the Anathema publiſhed by Nicholas IV. againſt the Interpreters of this 
Senſe, and of the Rule of St. Francis, and gave to all free Power to db- 
ſpute, write, and give their Senſe concerning the Theſis. |

_ ticks, an Arch-heretick, and degraded. from all Offices, Dignities, and 
"Honours whatſoever, and deprived of the Eccleſiaſtical Privilege, and de- 
clared incapable: of any, and ſubjected to all the 'Puniſhments and Sen- 

rences, Spiritual and Temporal, to which the Favourers of Hereticks, 
| Kieh-nereticks, and Schiſmaticks, are liable, by Divine or Eccleſiaſtical 
Law. The Friars Minors, being gathered together in a General Chapter 
at Paris, after they had pronounced Cz/engs entirely degraded, and put 
Serurd Oabnis into his Place, publiſhed this Sentence of the Pope; and 
declared, that both he and his Companions had incurred the Penalties of 
Ex communication and Privation, as notorious and manifeſt Apoſtates, 
which, by the Statutes of the Order, are well known-to be inflicted on

King Charles yielded to the Pope's Defires; and, after the manner of his 


Anceſtors, 7 a Royal Edict, commanded that Hereticks ſhould _ 
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the ſevereſt Puniſhments; and that the Magiſtrates in Daupliny ſhould 
aſſiſt and aid the Officers of the Holy Inquiſition. Antonius Maſſanus, 
Apoſtolick Inter- nuncio, acted in this Affair with ſuch Zeal, that the 
Priſons were ſcarce ſufficient to hold the Criminals; nor was their Proyi- 
ſion enough for their Support. Gregory, having been conſulted in this 
Matter, order d, that as the great Number of Hereticks was owing to the 
Negligence of the Prelates, the Revenues of the Churches ſhould be ap- 
plied to that Uſe; and commanded new and ſtronger Jails to be built at 
Arles, Ambrune, Vienne, and Avignon, and granted Indulgences to the 
Faithful who ſhould contribute to the Work.

_ zo be ſeia d, and ſend lum in ſafe Cuſtody to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
and the Biſbap London, or one of them. He alſo, by Letters, command- 
ed the ſaid Archbiſhop of Canterbury and Biſhop, of London, that they 
ſhould: or der Wickleff 10 be apprehended by the Papal Authority, and com- 
mit bim to Fail, and put him in Irons under ſafe Cuſtody, 7 Or- 
ders from himſelf upon this Mfair.

and all other publick Places, to appear and anſwer perſonally. to his Propof;- 
tions before the Pope, wherever he ſhould be, within the Space of. three 
Months, to be, computed from the Day of this Citation; adding, That whe- 
ther. tl ſaid John ſhauld appear or not, within the ſaid Term, they ſhould 
proceed againſt bim upon the Premiſes, even to the Condemnation he had de- 
ferved, according as his Crimes ſhould require, and as they [ano fit, for th

Of all theſe Things Negnd gives us a diſtinct Account: In this Cauſe, 
the Crime is ſaid to appear ſo far as to inflict the Torture, when there is 
an half full Proof, or Proof ſufficient for the Torture. Of theſe Proofs 
there ate ſeveral. Firſt, Inconſiſtency, not indeed oſ any kind, but ſuch 
only as regards th main Subſtance of the Otime, and in a Matter which 
it can't be preſumed ſhould be forgotten in ſo little a while, which is left 
to the judge to determine; and when the Criminal hiniſelf doth not ap- 
pear to be very ſtupid and forgetful. © Secondly, When any one is found 
defamed for Hereſy, and tis farther proved that there is a Witneſs a- 
gainſt him who can teſtify from his .own' Knowledge, br that there is 
one or more vehement or violent Proofs. Thirdly, If there is one Wit- 
neck againſt him Who can teſtify ſrom his own Knowledge, and at the 
ſame Time there is one or more vehement or violent Proofs againſt him. 
Or if it be found that there are againſt him ſeveral vehement or violent 
Proofs of Hereſy, without any I nfamy, or Witneſs from his own'Know- 
ledge. But when theſe Proofs lare vehement, or ſufficient for the Tor- 
ture, is left to the Judge to determine.

There he is placed upon a Scaffold, 
erected near the Altar, in the Midſt of the People, and is not allowed 
to fit, but ſtands on it, that all may ſee him, bare-headed, and with the 
1 ſtanding round him. The Sermon being made on the Maſs, to 
the People and Clergy there preſent, the Inquiſitor ſays publickly, chat 
the Perſon there placed on the Scaffold is ſuſpected, from ſuch and ſuch 
Appearances and Actions, of the Hereſy that - hath been refuted in the 
publick Sermon ; and that therefore 'tis fit that he ſhould purge himſelf 
from it, by abjuring it as one ſlightly ſuſpected. Having ſaid this, a 
Book of — Goſpels is placed before him, on which laying his Hands, 
he abjures his Hereſy. In this Oath he not only ſwears that he holds 
that Faith which the Roman Church believes, but alſo, that he abjures 
every Hereſy that extols itſelf againſt the Holy Roman and Apoſtolick 
Church, and particularly the Hereſy of which he was ſlightly ſuſpected, 
naming that Hereſy: And that if he ſhall do any of the aforeſaid Things 
for the future, he willingly ſubmits to the Penalties appointed by Law 
to one who thus abjures, and is ready to undergo every Penance, as w 

for the Things he hath faid and done, as for thoſe concerning which he 
is deſervedly ſuſpected of Hereſy, which they ſhall lay on him, and that 
with all his Power he will endeavour to fulfil it. After this Abjuration 
the Inquiſitor ſays to him, Son, Thou haſt purged away by this Abjura- 
tion the Suſpicion, which, not without Cauſe, we entertained of you, 
Henceforth take heed to yourſelf, that you don't fall into this abjured He- 
reſy ; for altho' if you repent, you would not be delivered over to the Se- 
cular Arm, becauſe you have "Sure as one ſlightly ſuſpefed only, and not 
vehemently, yet you would be much more ſeverely puniſhed, than if you 
had not abjured, and inſtead of being ſlightly ſuſpeFed, would become ve- 
bemently jo, and made to abjure as ſuch. And if you ſhould fall again, 
you would ſuffer the Puniſhment due to relapſed Perſons, and be delivered 
over, without Mercy, to the Secular Court, to be puniſhed with Death.

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If he is vehemently ſuſpected, he is placed in like Manner upon a 
Scaffold, and after he hath taken his Oath upon the Gofpels, his Abju- 
ration .is delivered him in Writing to read before all the People if he 
can. If he can't read, the Notary, or fome Religious, or Clergyman, 
reads it by Sentences, pauſing between each till the other hath repeated 
it after him, and ſo on till the whole Abjuration is gone through. In 
this Abjuration he ſubmits himſelf to the Puniſhments due to Relapſes, 
if he ever after falls into the Hereſy he hath abjured. After the Abju- 
ration is made, the Biſhop admoniſhes him, that if ever hereafter he 
doth, or ſays, any Thing by which it can be proved, that he hath fallen 
into the Hereſy he hath abjured, he will be delivered over to the Secu- 
hr Court without Mercy. Then he enjoins him Penance, and com- 
+ mands him to obſerve it, adding this Threatening, that otherwiſe he 
will become a Relapſe, and may, and ought to be j as an _ 
nitent. However, ſuſpected Perſons, whether it be flightly or vehe- 
mently, are not condemned to wear Croſſes, nor to perpetual Impriſon- 


ment, becauſe theſe are the Puniſhments of penitent Hereticks ; though | 


ſometimes they are ordered to wear for a while the Sambenito, according 
to the Nature of their Offence. Ordinarily they are enjoin'd to ſtand 
on certain Holidays in the Gates of ſuch and ſuch Churches, holding a 


\ burning Taper of ſuch a Weight in their Hands, and to go a certain Pil- 


grimage; ſometimes alſo they are impriſoned for a while, and afterwards 
difpoſed of as is thought proper. 

Gonſalvius gives us ſome Inſtances of theſe Puniſhments. There was 
at Sevelle a certain poor Man, who daily maintained himſelf and his 
Family by the Sweat of his Brows. A certain Parſon detained his Wife 
from him by Violence, neither the Inquiſition, nor any other Tribunal, 
puniſhing this heinous Injury. As the -poor Man was one Day talking 
about Purgatory with ſome other Perſons, of his own Circumſtances, he 
happened to ſay, rather out of ruſtick Simplicity, than any certain De- 
ſign, that he truly had enough of Purgatory already, by the raſcally Par- 
ſon's violently detaining from him-his Wife. This Speech was reported 
to the good Parſon, and gave him an Handle to double the Man's 
Injury, by accafing him to the Inquiſitors, as having a falſe Opinion 


concerning Purgatory. And this the Holy Tribunal thought more wor- 


thy of Puniſhment than the Parſon's Wiekedneſs. The poor Wretch was 
taken up for this trifling Speech, kept in the Inquiſitors Priſon for two 
whole Years, and at length being brought in Proceſſion, was condemn- 
ed to wear the Sambepizo for three Years in a private Priſon; and =

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they were expired, to be diſmiſſed, or kept longer in Priſon, as the Lords 
Inquiſitors ſhould think fit. Neither did they ſpare the poor Creature 
any thing of his little Subſtance, tho' they did his Wife to the Parſon, 
but adjudged all the Remains of what he had after his long Impriſon- 
ment to the Exchequer of the Inquiſition. * 
In the ſame Proceſſion there was alſo brought forth a reputable Citi- 
zen of Seville, as being ſuſpected of Lutheraniſin, without his Cloak and 
his Hat, and carrying a Wax Taper in his Hand, after having exhauſted 
his Purſe of 100 Ducats towards the. Expences of the Holy Tribunal, 
and a Year's Impriſonment in the Priſon of the - Inquiſition, and having 
abjured as one vehemently ſuſpected, only becauſe he was found to have 
faid, that thoſe immoderate Expences, (and on theſe Accounts the Spa- 
niards are prodigiouſly extravagant) which were laid out in erecting thoſe 
large Paper or Linen Buildings, which the common People vat; v4 
call Monuments, to the Honour of Chriſt now in Heaven upon Holy 
Thurſday, and alſo thoſe which were expended on the Feſtival of Corpus 
Chriſti, would be more acceptable to God, if they were laid out upon 
poor Perſons, or in placing out to good Perſons poor Orphan Girls. Two 
young Students were added to the Number in that Proceſſion. One becauſe 
he had written in his Pocket-Book ſome Verſes made by a nameleſs Au- 
thor, ſo artificially, as that the fame Words might be interpreted ſo as to 
contain the higheſt Commendation of, or Reflection upon, Luther, U 
on this Account only, after two Years Impriſonment, he was broug 
forth in Proceſſion, without his Hat and Cloak, carrying a Wax Taper, 
after which he was baniſhed for three Years from the whole County of 
Seville, made to abjure as lightly ſuſpected, and puniſhed with a Fine. 
The other underwent the ſame Cenſure, only for tranſcribing the Verſes 
for their artful Compoſition, excepting only that he commuted his Ba- 
niſhment for 100 Ducats towards the Expences of the Holy Tribunal.

' tary goes on, and the Abjurer always repeats his Words, with a loud 
Voice, ſo as to be heard by all, till the whole Abjuration is read over even 
to the End. x | 

\ Formerly, before Perfons violently ſuſpected of Hereſy abjured, the 
Biſhop or Inquiſitor uſed thus to addreſs to him. My Son, we violently 
fuſpeft you of Herefy, upon account of thoſe Things tis declared you have | 
committed, upon account of which you are by Law to be. condemned as an 
' Heretick. Therefore confider and attend to what I ſay to you. If you will fo 
depart from the ſaid Hereſy or Herefies, as to be willing not here publickly to 
abjure them, and patiently to undergo the Penance which we enjoin you, 
- the Church and we, as the Vicars of. Chrift, will receive you to Mercy, 
But we 1will enjoin you a Penance, which you may well bear, and abſolve 
you from the Sentence of Excommunication, which you were under, that 
- you may be ſaved, and have Glory in the future World. But if you 
aun not abjure, nor ſubmit to Penance, we will immediately deliver you 
to the Secular Arm, and ſo you will deſtroy together both Body and Soul. 
Which therefore will you chuſe, to abjure and be ſaved, or to refuſe to 
abjure and be damned? If he fays, I will not abjure, and perfiſts in 
it, he is delivered over to the Secular Court ; as ſhall be afterwards ſhewn. 
But if he ſays that he will abjure, the Abjuration is made according to 
the Forms preſcribed. But now the Biſhop uſes no ſuch Diſcourſe, but 
before the Criminal is brought upon the Scaffold; all Methods are dili- 
gently made uſe of for his Converſion ; and if he be truly converted, he 
will abjure without any ſuch foregoing Admonition. 

This Abjuration is enjoined all who return from Hereſy, and even all 
ſuſpected upon any Account of Hereſy ; nor is any one, tho' otherwiſe 
privileged, and of great Dignity, excepted. .. Even Boys of fourteen, and 
Girls of twelve Years old, are compelled to it, according to the Decree 
of the Council of Thoulouſe, An. 1229. Let all Perſons, as well Men as 
Women, the Males from fourteen Years old and upwards, and the Females 

from twelve, abjure every Hereſy extolling itſelf agai 70 the Holy and Ca- 
tholick Church of Rome, and the Orthodox Faith, under whatſoever 
Name zf; — ˙· 1 on (ts Prot Tory 23 
If the Criminal knows how to write, he muſt ſubſcribe his Abjura- 
tion; if he doth not know how to write, or can't, the A and 
64 3 otary 
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Notary muſt ſubſcribe for him. This is preſcribed by the Inquiſitors 
of Spain, by the Madrid Inſtruction, Anno 1561, Let the Abjura- 
tion 1ohich. the Criminals make, be put at the Enid of the Sentence, and the 
Pronunciation of it, which the Criminals 1 if they know how 
70 write, putting their Names to it; but if they know not how to write, 
then one of” the Inquifitors and the Notary ſhall ſubſcribe for them. 

When the Abjuration is made, becauſe every Heretick is excorftmu- 
nicated, they are abſolved from Excommunication upon this Condition, 
viz, if they return to the Unity of the Catholick Faith with a true 
Heart and Faith unfeigned, ,and obſerve the Commands enjoined them ; 
which is expreſly added, that if they ſhould not obſerve them, it may 
appear that they were not abſolved. 

Thoſe who commit heretical and apoſtate Facts, muſt be thus recon- 
ciled according to the Practice received in the Tribunal of the Inquiſi- 
tion. If they voluntarily N and ſay, that they did not believe they 
ought to do ſo, but retained the Faith in their Hearts, then they abjure 
as vehemently ſuſpected, and have other ſalutary Penances enjoined them. 
If they ſay that they both did fo, and believed that they ought to do fo, 
then they abjure as formal Hereticks or Apoſtates, and are more grie- 
vouſly puniſhed, eſpecially if they have committed heretical or apoſtate 
Actions voluntarily, or without being compelled by Fear, or by a ſlight 
Occaſion of Fear. If they do not appear voluntarily, and: yet canteſs 
heretical and apoſtate Actions, but deny the evil Intention, then they 
are to be tortured upon ſuch Intention, that it may be known whe⸗ 
ther they have really believed ſo or not ; and if after the legal Torture 
they perſiſt in the Negative, faying, they had no ill Intention, then they 
likewiſe abjure as vehemently ſuſpected. As to thoſe who have committed 
ſuch Things thro' grievous Fear, tis determined that tis likely they had 
no evil Intention. But if they confeſs the evil Intention or Error of the 
Mind, then they are compelled to abjure as formal Hereticks or Apoſtates, 
upon their being willing to return to the Unity of the Church, and are 
farther condemned as converted Hereticks to other Puniſhments and Pe- 
nances, which we ſhall hereafter deſcribe. But in order to their being 
more grievouſly or mildly puniſhed, the Nature of that Fear they were 
under is conſidered, and the Circumſtances of the Perſon offending ; as 
whether he was a Youth or a Man, learned or unſkilful, one of the 
Laity or Clergy, or Religious, and the like Things, which uſually leſſen 
or encreaſe the Offences, There are alſo others who pronounce B

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cal Words which have no Excuſe, viz. in Jeſt, or Anger, or mere Sim. 
plicity, on which Offenders the Inquiſitors may lay pecumary Mulcts. 
+ As to ſuch Facts in which there appears nothing of an Infidel Rite, 
and which therefore only render a Perſon ſuſpected, but don't demon- 
ſtrate him to be an Heretick, no one is proceeded againſt as an Here. 
tick, or Believer of Hereticks, upon account of them, but only as a ſuſ- 


pected Perſon ; becauſe ſuch Facts are ſometimes committed thro? car. 


nal Affection, ſometimes thro' the Entreaties of Friends, ſometimes alſo 
thro Corruption by Money. | | 
I The Form of Abjuration formerly uſed in the Inquiſition of Thouloyſ, 
oftentimes occurs in the Book of Sentences. Herein they abjure every 
Hereſy extolling itſelf againſt the Catbolick Faith of our Lord Feſus Cbriſ, 
and the Holy 12 Church, and all Belief of Hereticks of every con- 
demned Sect whatſoever, by whatſoever Names they are called, and all fa- 
pouring, receiving, and defending of them, and Communication «ith 
them, under the Puniſhment due by Law to thoſe who relapſe into the 
Hereſy they have judicially abjured. They moreover promiſe and 
ſwear, that they will purſue, and reveal, and diſcover Hereticks, and 
#herr Believers, and Favourers, and Receivers, and engl and why 
y for Hereſy, whenſoever and whereſoever they know them to be, or a 
one of 2 and — they vill obey and 2 obedient, that they 40 
bold and keep, and defend the Catholick Faith of our Lord Feſus Chriſt 
which the Holy Church of Rome preaches and obſerves ; and that they wil 
obey and be obedient to the Commands f the Church, and the Inquifitors 
and their: Succeſſors, and that they will receive, and, according to their 
Power, fulfill and perfect the Penance enjoined them, and that they will 
never fly nor abſent themſelves through Contumacy and Wilfulneſs. This 
Form in another Place is a little alter'd. | 

In Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory we find two remarkable Forms of Abjuration 
preſcribed to certain famous Doctors by the Church of Rome. The one 
is that of Berengarius, the other that of Ferom of Prague. 

Berengarius abjured in theſe Words. I Berengarius, an unworthy 
Deacon of the Church of St. Maurice of Angiers, acknowledging the true 
and Apoſtolick Faith, do anathematiſe every Hereſy, and particularly that 
for which T have hitherto been defamed ; which endeavours to prove, that 
the Bread and Wine placed upon the Altar are, after Conſecration, only 4

and cannot be ſenfibly, but only ſacramentally, handled or broken by the 
Hands of the Pries, nor chewed to Pieces by "the Teeth of the Fm 
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But I conſent to the Holy Church of Rome and Apoſtolick See, and with my 
Mouth and Heart confeſs that I hold that Faith concerning the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Table, which our Lord and venerable Pope Nicholas, and 
this Holy Synod, by Evangelick and Apoſtolick Authority, hath delivered to 
be held and confirmed to me, wiz. that the Bread and Wine placed on the 
Altar, are, after Confecration, not only a Sacrament, but alſo the true Body 
and Blood of our Lord Jeſus Chrift, and is broken ſenfibly, not only ſacra- 
mentally, but in Truth, by the Hands of the Priefts, and chewed by the 
Teeth of the Faithful, fwearing by the Holy and Conſubſtantial Trinity, 
and by theſe mofli Holy Gofpels of Cbriſt. And as to thoſe, who ſhall go 
contrary to this Faith, IT pronounce them, with their Opinions and Follow- 
ers, worthy of eternal Damnation. And if I myſelf ſhall at any time 
preſume to think, or preach, any Thing contrary to this, I fubjeft myſelf” to 
the Severity of the Canons. I have voluntarily fubſcribed to this, being 
read over and through. ' RENT 
The Abjuration of Ferom of Prague is longer. I Jerom of Prague, 
Maſter of the Liberal Arts, acknowledging the true Catholick Church and 
Apoſtolick Faith, do anathematiſe every Hereſy, and efpecially that for which 
I have hitherto been defamed, and which in former me © re Wycleff 
and John Hufs have dogmatifed, and held in their Works, Books, or Ser- 
mons to the Clergy and People, for which Reaſon the aforeſaid Perſons, 
with their Opinions and Errors, have been condemned as 1 this 
Synod of Conftance, and their aforeſaid Doctrine ſententially damned, eſpe- 
cially in ſome Articles expreſſed in the Sentences pronounced againſt them 
by this Holy Council. I conſent alſo to the Holy Church of Rome, and the

The common Puniſhment of Hereticks is the Confiſcation of all their |

And this Confiſcation is made with ſuch Rigour, that the Inquiſition or- 
ders the Exchequer to ſeize on not only the Effects of the Perſons con- 
demned, but alſo all others adminiſtred by them, altho it evidently ap- 
pears that they; belong to others. The Inquiſition at Seville gives a re- 
markable Inſtance of this Kind, which Ganſalvius gives us a long Account

Criminals are not baniſhed only to fuch Places as are ſubje& to the 
Juriſdiction of the Inquiſitors who baniſh them, but to other Places alſo, 
becauſe all Places are ſubject to the fame chief Pontiff by whom all the 
Inquiſitors are delegatede To this may be added the Puniſhment of be- 


ing thruſt into a Monaſtery; which, tho now ſeldom inflicted, was much 


more in uſe formerly. Bzvius gives us an Inſtance of it in the Year 
1479. This Year was condemned at Mayence, Jobn Rucard, of the 
Upper Weſel, D. D. and compelled by the Inquiſitor to recant certain Ar- 
ticles which he was reported publickly to have preached at Worms. All 
his Writings were before hi Pace thrown into the Fire and burnt, and 
he himſelf ſent to do Penance to the Convent of Auſtin Friars in that 
Place, where he died if a little while of Grief. u 
here is alſo another Puniſhment of Beating or Whipping, when Cri- 


minals are condemned tobe Whipped with Scourges or Rods. If they 
are religious Perſons, they are-whipped in their own Monaſtery by other 
Religious, in che Preſenee of the Notary of the Holy Office. This Pu- 


niſhment, Paramus being Witneſs Laurentius Valla ſuffered, who being 
condemned for Hereſy at Naples, us preſerved from the Fire by the 
King's Favour, but pon this Condition, that after he had publickly re- 
canted; and damned the Things he had uttered; he ſhould attone for his

cants, being led romnd-the Cloiſters with his Hands tied, he was whipped 
upon his Shoulders and Back, by the Religious of the Houle.

Secondly, 
When beſides their ill Belief, they have added other Crimes, viz. if they

Terrors and: Allarms to the unhappy Priſoner, and ſo deprive him of all 
Poſſbility'of Reſtior Tranquility of Mind, as ſeeming to forbode a Re- 
petition of the former Cruelties; this they practiſed till Chriſtmas' Day. 
Upon this Day Mariana, Waiting- Woman to the Governors Lady, had 
Leave given her to viſit him, and brought ſome Refreſhments, confiſting 
of Honey; Sugar, Raiſons; and other Confections, which vety much re- 
lieved him; and was fo: touched with a Senſe of his Misfortunes, that 
the wept very bitterly, expreſſing her om Condern that ſhe-could con. 
tribute nothing farther to his Aſſiſtance. 

They continued Mr. Lithgow, as before deſetibed, Abus an Odi 
ſion ſoon afterwards fell out, that might have cleared up their Doubts

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iſitor eame in, when we all fell on our Knees to receive his 
Blefling, after having kiſs d the Ground he walked: upon. Orders were 
afcerwards given to ſuch Blacks as had few or no Clothes, to carry thoſe 
of the Whites. Such of the Priſoners as were nat Chriſtians, were im- 
mediately ſent to the Places whither they had been condemned; forme 
of them into Baniſhment, others to the Gallics, or the Houſe r 
Powder is made, called Caſa de polvera; andthe Chriſtians, whether Blacks 
or Whites, were carried to a Houſe. hired for that.

The good Father, who was oppreſſed with Years and Sickneſs, no ſooner 
heard of my being ſet at Liberty, but he immediately viſited me in a 
Sedan. He bewailed my ill Fate with Tears and Embraces, telling me 
that he had been in great Terror for my fake ; that he frequently inquir- 
ed into the State of my Health, and my Affairs, of the Father, Procu- 
rator of the Priſoners; his Friend, and of the ſame Order; that he could 
obtain no Anſwer for a conſiderable Time; and that at 'Þ&, aſter ma- 
ny Entreaties, all he could get out of him, was, that I Was All alive. 

The Sight of this good Friar gave me great Conſolation, and the Ne- 
ceſſity I was under of leaving the Indies was a Trouble to us both. 
He had the Humanity to viſit me ſeveral — hen he requeſted me 


to return to the Indies as ſoon as I ſhould be ſ rty, and iſent me 
Proviſions of various Kinds for the Voyage,” wht eie 1 could. ne- 
ver have procuret.

Communion, agreeable to that Precept of St. Paul, Hæreticum bomi nem, 
pot unam & alleram correptionem devita. But no ſooner were there 
Emperors: who profeſſed! the Chriſtian Religion, but they laid it down 
as a Duty incumbent on themſelves, not oY for the Security ,of their 
Government, but for the better Support ag the Catholic Religion, of 
which they were the Protectors, to enact Laws againſt Heretics, and to 
puniſſi them. The Biſhops never arrogated this Authority, but addreſſed 
themſelves ſometimes to the Emperors, to deſire that certain turbu- 
lent Heretics might either be puniſhed, or a, Stop put to their Proceed- 
ings by the Dread of Puniſhment. But then, agreeable to the Dictates 
of the Goſpel, they took the utmoſt Care not to ſuffer Heretics to be 
puniſhed with Death; and all they deſired was, that they might be ef- 
ſectual in reclaiming them from their Errors, but were not for havin 

them put to Death in a State of Impenitence. This they looked upon 
with ſa much Horror, that notwithſtanding the Priſcillianiſts did, of all 
the Heretics, moſt juſtly deſerve Death, yet the Church looked on thoſe 
Biſhops that had accuſed them to Maximus the Emperor, who had con- 
demned them to die, as guilty of ſo great a Crime; that the reſt of the Bi- 
ſhops thought it incumbent on them to join no longer with them in Com- 
munion, nor with thoſe: who did not ſeparate themſelves from them. And 
an antient Author, tho he owns that the Priſcillianiſts had been juſtly pu- 
niſhed, he yet cannot forbear looking upon their Condemnation, which 
had been procured by certain Biſhops, as an Example of a very dange- 
rous Conſequence; FA homi nes luce indigniſimi, peſſimo exemplo necati 
aut exilio mulctati. St. Auſtin himſelf ſhews plainly 8 in hi 

Epiſtle to Donatus Proconſul of Africa, that he was of the ſame Opi- 
nion, when he declares. to him, that in caſe he ſtill. continued to put 
the Donatifts. to Death, the Biſhops were bound in Duty to conceal

Not but that Heretics may be reſtrained by Temporal Puniſhments; 
but here, as in all other Things, certain Regards muſt be had, as well 
as ſome Rules followed: And hereupon it may be ſaid, that the Cauſes 
for which, Heretics may be puniſhed, are chiefly reducible to Four. 
The Firſt is from a political Reaſon, vlg. for the Peace of the Go- 
vernment, in order to prevent and put a Stop to, or even curb, the Dif- 
orders or Diſſenſions, that are almoſt inſeparable from Diſputes on Reli-

gious Topicks, as is but too manifeſt; from Experience. 
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The ſecond Reaſon is drawn from the Duty incumbent on a Chriſtian 
Prince, who is obliged to guard Religion with a vigilant Eye, and to 
exert himſelf as much as poſſible to maintain it in its Purity. And as 
this Puri 75 is ſullied by Herefies, corrupt Opinions, and pernicious Ma- 
xims, a Prince muſt not, when theſe prevail, look upon them with an 
Eye of Indifference ; ; but is bound to root out every thing that may have 
th leaſt Tendency to deprave Religion, with the fame Care and Cir- 
cumſpeRion, as he employs os ſee the Laws put in Execution. 
The third Reaſon uniſhing Heretics, is ſometimes drawn'from 
the Nature of "thoſe FF x es they profeſs: For it is certain, that 
there are ſome who advance Principles of ſo blaſphemous a Nature, and 
entertain Notions ſo highly injurious to the Divine Being, and the My- 
ſteries of Religion, that to tolerate, and not endeavour to ſuppreſs them, 
would be Injuſtice. Can any ching be more equitable than to chaſtiſe 
ſeditious Spirits, When they diſcourſe on Topics injurious to the Prince, 
and obnoxious to the State? And ſhall we "Gay that the Divine Majeſty 
zs to be leſs reſpected than that of ban — and other eatthly- Governors? 
ka that Men ſhall' with Impunity be ſuffered to break out into contu- 
melious Expreſſions againſt This former, and at the ſame time' puniſh 
the licentious Diſcourſes vented againſt the _ with the utmoſt Seve. + 
ri 7 4% a. 
face laſt Reaſon why Ucteticks may be ces ech ageiuſt wich or, 
is not to force, but incline them, by the Fear and Dread of the Laws, 
and the Puniſhments inflicted, to acknowledge the Truth, and to re. 
turn to the Church which they had left. This would never once 
enter into their Thoughts, were ths not prevailed upon from a Deſire of 
living in Peace, and to eſcape thoſe Puniſhments to which Heretics are 
ſubject by the Laws. This Reaſon, which, perhaps, may appear to be 
the weakeſt, did nevertheleſs previ 10 far with St. Auſtin, that it 
made him change the Opinion he had once entertain'd, with reſpect to 
the Puniſhment of Heretics, 
If we examine the firſt Reaſon, it muſt be owned, that all ſuch He- 
retics as break in upon the Peace of the State, and raiſe Seditions, may, 
and often ought to be puniſhed capitally, as "their Practices are more or 
leſs prejudicial to the Tran uillny of the Government. Thus the Church 
in St. Auſtin's Time, thought itſelf impowered to implore the Protection 
of the Emperors againſt the Donatiſis; and 'twas from the ſame Prin. 
ciple that theſe Monarchs, upon the Complaints made by the Church, 
puniſhed ſome with pecuniary Mul&s, others with Baniſhment, and 


others 
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others again with Death: And in all theſe Proceedings they acted with 
the higheſt Juſtice, as is manifeſt from Hiſtory. 1 i 
The ſecond Reaſon may juſtly authorize a Prince to puniſh Heretics. 
St. Auſtin is of this Opinion, and therefore ſpeaking of the Donatiſts, he 
fays, '** The Tribune, whom the Emperor has ſent, is not commanded 
to put you to Death, but only to reform you; but in caſe you reſolve 
* upon the contrary, and | aha in your Obſtinacy, you ſhall be ſent 
into Exile, to the end you may not hinder the reſt from be- 
* coming Converts, and recanting their erroneous Principles.“ | 
The third Reaſon is but too ſufficient to impower a Monarch to pu- 
niſh not only Heretics, But even Schiſmatics, Heathens, and Fews, if 
any ſuch are in his Dominions. The Puniſhments inflicted ought to be 
either gentler or more ſevere,” proportionable to the Flagrancy and Blaſ- 
phemy of the Doctrine. 'Pringes who were informed with a Spirit of 
tety, as is manifeſt from the Examples of the Emperor Juſtin and St. 
Lewis, never ſuffered Blaſphemers to go unpuniſhed: Since therefore, 
according to the Divine Law, they ought to be puniſhed capitally, it 
cannot be diſputed, but that a Chriſtian Prince may in that Particular 
regulate his Conduct by the Law of the Creator; tho' at the ſame time 
Ks fm that he is at Liberty to puniſh with a leſs ſevere Hand, if he 
inks proper. | 
As 5 he "fourth Reaſon, vis. the bringing Heretics over to the 
Church, either by a Dread of Puniſhment, or from the Puniſhments 
themſelves, it muſt be owned, that when this is the only Reaſon for 
chaſtiſing hem, they ought to be proceeded againſt with the-utmoſt Fru- 
dence and Circumſpection. For, not to mention that a truly Chriſtian 
Prinee does all that lies in his Power to prevent the Effuſion of his 
Subjects Blood; ſo on the other Side, the Converſion of Heretics, which 
is the Thing aimed at, cannot be effected by theſe Means; for when 
once we have put a Heretic to Death; we thereby cut off all further 
Hopes of his Converſion. On this Occaſion therefore we are to employ 
negative Puniſhments rather than poſitive ones, if I may ſo expreſs my- 
ſelf; 1. e. they may be excluded the Enjoyment of thoſe Honours, Dig- - 
nities, and Privileges, which the Catholics enjoy; or ſuch Burthens may 
be laid upon them, and they may be bound to ſuch Services, as the reſt 
are exempt from: Nay, farther, the Places where they meet together 
for divine Worſhip may be taken from them; they may be prohibited 
the public Exerciſe of their Religion, and their Paſtors may be ſent in- 
to Baniſhment. For as nothing contributes more to foment and keep 
e i» 1s up 
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up a Spirit of Schiſm, and a Diviſion in Religion, than a Variety of 

Worſhips, and the Diverſity of Aſſemblies and Paſtors ; fo on the other 
Side, nothing can poſſibly weaken them more than to deprive them of 
all theſe Advantages. This was the Conduct of the Chriſtian Empere 
in St. Aigſtins Time; and the ſame Saint, who acquaints us with this 
Circumſtance, approves and applauds: it, and confeſſes that the happy 
Effects which had reſulted from this Conduct obliged him to change his 


Opinion, and to own that Heretics may, with great Juſtice, as well as 


Advantage to the State, be puniſhed with Gentleneſs and Moderation, 
provided their Converſion is the only Motive of ſuch a Procedure. But 
ho juſt. ſoeyer it may be to puniſh Heretics on certain Occaſtons, it is 
nevertheleſs certain, that as to corporal and civil Puniſhments, the Church 

had nothing to do with them, but they were wholly inflicted by the 
Prince and the ſecular Magiſtrate. Thqugh we were to read an hundred 
Times over all the old Collections of Canons, by which the Church ſquared 
ber Conduct for Centuries together, we yet ſhall not meet with ſo much 
as ne that inflicts corporal Puniſhment, not even on Eccleſiaſtics, tho 
+ theſe in all Ages have been more immediately in Subordination to 
the Church than the Laity; which is an. indiſputable Proof that the 
Church was in thoſe Days perſwaded ſhe was inveſted with no ſuch Au- 
thority. ho py |

In former Days the Church had neither Judges, Officer, Tribunal, 
Priſons, Dun „ Executioners, or Tortures; the Spirit of Gentle- 
neſs ſhe then breathed, did not ſuffer any Thing of this Nature ſo much 
as to enter into her Thoughts: She leſt all thoſe terrible Things to the 
Tribunal of Princes, and the civil Magiſtrates, who are juſtly impower-

ſons of the greateſt Character for their Holineſs, and the Practice of all 
the Chriſtian Virtues, among its gy on that we can ſcarce look upon 
this Work of theirs as a Myſtery of Iniquity, and calculated wholly for 
the Ruin of the Virtuous. If we reflect — er, that the wiſeſt and Naſt 
pokitick Kings have ſtrenuouſly endeayoured to eſtabliſh it in all Parts of 
their Dominions, tho' it leflened their Authority at the fame time, it 
will induce us to think, that they were prompted to it from no other 
Motives, than the Advantage they any 20 would accrue to true Religion. 
Not to mention, that many of thoſe who preſide over it, are Perſons 
of the moſt illuſtrious Birth, and of ſo unſullied a Reputation, that tis 
almoſt impoſſible we ſhould ſuſpect they could ever commit the vile and 
- . unjuſt Actions, which this Tribupgl 18 generally ſaid to be guilty of. 
But then, if we view'the ſame Obſect in another Light, and enquire 
into its tyrannical Peafadings, we-mult neceſſirily have the utmoſt De- 
teſtation for an Inſtitution, which, upon the ſpecious Pretext of imploy- 
ing its Severities againſt Error, does at the fame time undermine the ve- 
ry Foundation of that Religion, for whoſe Sake it ſeems to have been 
eſtabliſhed. Such a Cloud of Witneſſes have given in their Evidence 
with reſpect to the Barbarity and Cruelty that is exerciſed therein, that 
cis impoſſible to challenge or except againſt them all. Beſides, a Perſon 
who is ever 1o little converſant in ancient Church-Hiſtory, cannot but 


; CO. 888 an Order of Monks, who, laying aſide all Humility and 
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Repentance;. which ought to be their peculiar Characteriſticks, arrogato 
to themſelves a Power, not only over Kings, (who indeed as Laymen, 
are as much expoſed to the the Cenſures of the Church, with regard to 
Spirituals, as the. meaneſt of their Subjects) but alſo over Biſhops, who 
cannot with Juſtice be judged by any but their Equals, in Matters re- 
lating to Doctrine. Tis impoſſible but we muſt be Fired with the moſt 
melaneholy Reflections, when we ſee the Succeſſors of the Apoſtles 
obliged to ſubmit to a vile Set of Monks, or expoſed to the Ignominy of 
being loaded with Irons, and conſtrained to anſwer, like ſo many Gi 
N to ſuch Wretches as God never. appointed them for Judges. The 
nguifition,, when conſidered in this Light, loſes. all that Appearance of 
Piety which renders it ſo venerable. in the Eyes of a few, and that Au- 
thority which aſtoniſhes the. greateſt Part of Mankind. We then 
ceive plainly, that all thoſe Princes who have endeavoured to eſt it 
in their Dominions, have been ſecretly prompted to it: by. Perſons whoſe 
Intereſt it was to adviſe them thereto, and to diſguiſe 16 Conſequences 
which would reſult from it; that they had.been — 2 — that Ac.

For notwithſtanding that there have been in all 
ö ring, en who. were for perſecuting their Fellow - Creatures, and that the 
orthodox Church has not always been: ſufficiently free from this Leaven, 
we may nevertheleſs affirm, that nothing which could be compared with. 
the Inquiſition, appeared till the well Cent Ray Tk in the ſe+ 
cond — of his Apology, addreſſing Rin to the Heathens, ops 
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48 follows: Since e cannot meet with any Man, who is deſirous of be- 
ag honoured by Force, much leſs ought we to think that Gad delights 
in an involuntary Homage. Man has a ry Right and 'a Power, to 
worſhip whatſoever Ob ect he thinks fit; and the Religion of one Man 
does neither Good nor Harm to that of another.

Sulpitius Severus not only condemns the Procedure of thoſe Biſhops 
who prompted the Emperor to put Priſcillian to Death, but adds two 
Circumſtances that are not very favourable to the Inquiſition. Firſt, that 
the putting this Man to Death, inſtead of ſuppreſſing his Hereſy, did, on 
the contrary, ſtrengthen it, and made it ſpread the mote; for now his 
Followers, who had honour'd him as a Saint in his Life-time, began to 
| revere him as a Maryr after his Death. Secondly, that St. Martin, fo far 
from entertaining any ſuch Sentiments, had been always urgent with J- 
thacius to withdraw his Charge, and beſought Maximus not to ſhed the 


| Blood of chat unhappy Perſon. - This holy Biſhop, as the above-cited 


Hiſtorian relates, thought it ſufficient to drive all fuch -Heretics out of 
the Church, as had been condemned by an eccleſiaſtical Sentence; but 
that it was a 4 new and unheard-of Crime, for a" ſecular judge to fake 
Cognizance of any Cauſes relating to the Church. The Reader might 
probably think, that he employ d theſe Words merely to favour eccle- 
fiaſtical Juriſdiction, and to inveſt the Biſhops with ſuch an Authority 
as the Emperor himſelf ought to have affumed ; but this holy Man had 

no ſuch Thought: The Emperor in thus perſecuting the Heretics, did 
no more than execute the Sentence of a great Number of Biſhops ; and 
St. Martin was an utter Enemy to Compulſion. During his Reſidence 
at Triers, he ſtopt all the Proſecutions wherein Life was concerned, and 
would not leave it; till Maximus had promiſed him not to ſhed the 
Blood of the Guilty, However, this Prince having been afterwards cor. 

rupted by Magnus and Ryfus the Biſhops, and diſſuaded from theſe gen- 

tle Methods, referred the Cauſe to Evadius the Prefect, who put to 
Death Priſcillian, Feliciſimus, Armenius, Latronianus, and Eucbro- 
chia, contrary to the Promiſe he had made the holy Biſhops. Some o- 
thers alſo ſuffered Death, and tis on this Occaſion that the Hiſtorian 

makes Uſe of thoſe Words quoted by our Author. 6s Man 
The Cauſes for which Heretics may be puniſhed are reduced chiefly 

to four. The firſt which our Author mentions is drawn from a political 
Motive of preſerving the State in Peace. Tis certain that this ought to 
be the grand Object of Policy; and that all ſuch Methods as tend to it 
are allowable, when it is impoſſible to obtain it by any other means; 
Jalus populi ſuprema lem efto, All Laws ought to center there. But a« 
mong Heretics, ſuch are to be diſtinguiſh'd, whoſe Opinions or Actions 
are a Prejudice to the public Tranquility. There is no room to doubt 
but the civil Magiſtrate may puniſh ſuch as theſe, without being ſollicit- 
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ed by the Church to do it. Thus when the Anabaptiſts took op _ 
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 kiz'd upon Munſter, andi ſet up a Kingdom in that Place in Oppoſition 
to the law ful Sovereign, they became guilty, and merited the Havoc that 
was made among them; not for their erroneous Principles, but for ha- 
ving been found in Ariids;" and for endeavouring to diſturb the T ui 
lity of che Governmen. But hen this Sect, laying aſide: their enthu- 
ſiaſtie Fury, contented themſelves with worſhipping God in ſuch a man- 
ner as they thought would be moſt agreeable: to him; obſerving at the 
fame Time to live i in Obedience to the Laws of the Country, and con- 
fining themſelves to the Cares of their reſpective Families; the Autho- 
rity of puniſhing an Anabaptiſt for his private Opinions immediately cea- 
ſed, and the true Church has no farther Power over them than to em- 
Exhortation, kind Arguments, or, at moſt, Excommunication. 
The ſecond Reaſon which the Author gives agrees very. ill with the 
practical Doctrine of St. Murtin. The fame. Hiſtorian, who informs 
us how much that Saint oppoſed the putting of Priſcillian to Death,” and 
Who applauds him for it, does neyertheleſs take Notice at the faiths 
Time, that this Hereſiarch was found guilty of Sorcery in two Exami- 
nations; that he did not deny his having imbib'd impure Doctrines; 
that he had held nocturnal Aſſemblies, in which ſeveral leud Women 
were preſent; and that he had ſaid Prayers in it, being ſtark naked. 
Nothing could poſſibly be more oppoſite to that Purity, which the Goſ- 
pel requires in all who receive it; and according to the Rule laid down 
in the Memoirs, Maximus was obliged to puniſh ſuch. as abuſed Religion 
in this Manner, and made it a Cloke to their ignominious Paſſions. And 
yet we ſee here at the fame Time, an illuſtrious Saint, the Apoſtle of 
France, ſtanding en the Fmnnear and them, and oppoſing their 
Puniſhment. 
The third Reaſon is 1 indeed ; neverthelt upon this Pretence 
of preventing the Creator 's being diſnonour'd by blaſphemous Tenets, 
we thereby open a Door to infinite Perſecutions. The Fathers of the 
Nicene Council treated Arius as a Blaſ phemer, becauſe he denied the 
Conſubſtantiality of the Word. He, on the other Side, accuſed them 
of believing in three Gods, and in deſtroying the Unity of the Gadhead, 
which certainly would de blaſphemy. Now, according to the Maxim 
of the Memoirs, Conſtantine had Authority to puniſh the Arians, who 
denied the Divinity of our Saviour; but then, == one of his Succeſſors 
declared for Arius, if he did this wich Sincerity, he muſt neceſſarily think 
that the Conſumſtantialiſts committed Blaſphemy, and that he was bound 
in RT to puniſh them, This Duty wall naturally, refult from the O- 
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Ronny had of his: being in the right. x When, Julian Was for reſtoring 
Jeatheniſm, he undoubtedly believed that twas a more pure kind of 
Worſhip than that of our Saviour; and was it juſt he ſhould therefore 
force the whole Univerſe to return back to Paganiſm? Shall it be aſſert- 
ed that ſuch a Zeal is lawful in thoſe only who defend the Truth? But 
the Anſwer to this is, that every one thinks himſelf in the right. The 
Moment you allow it to be law ſul to put Heretics to Death, you ac- 
quieſce in the Condemnation of all who do not think juſt as they do. 
The Word Heretic is ſo much abuſed, that it is made to ſignify nothing 
at all. The moſt extravagant Sectaries look upon all as Heretics, who 
do not allow of their idle Dreams; and in Conſequence of this, have a 
Right to perſecute ſuch as do not favour their Tenets. If the Prince is 
allowed to treat ſuch of his Subjects ill as he thinks Heretics, and that 
only becauſe they entertain certain Opinions with reſpect to Religion that 
claſh with his, he himſelf is as much a Heretic with regard to them; 
and a People who are thus prejudiced, will eaſily prefer to him another 
Prince, who is of the ſame Principles with themſelves. Nor will they 
fail to do it, if at the ſame Time that he differs from them in Opinion, 

he perſecutes them with SevetityVyQnnrU.. i 
The laſt Reaſon is as weak as the reſt: I am even afraid, that the 
Author of theſe Memoirs underſtands the Meaning of theſe Words as 
| little as I myſelf do. Heretics may be proceeded againſt with Rigour, 
not, ſays he, to compel them, but in order to incline them, by the Fear and 
Dread of the Laws, to return to the Church which they had left. I don't 
perceive the Difference he finds between forcing, and inclining a Perſon 
to any Thing, by the Dread of Laws and Puniſhments. We have al- 
ready ſeen by the Execution of Priſcillian, as related by Sulpitius Seve- 
rus, that it is not fitting to employ Severity and Rigour to extirpate He- 
refies. No Perſon is induced to enlighten his Mind by the Dread of the 
Laws; ſo far from it, we find that in all thoſe Countries where the In- 
quiſition is eſtabliſhed, every one is afraid of knowing too much. There, 
when a Layman is ſeen to enquire afſiduouſly into his Religion, he be- 
comes immediately ſuſpected; and as it is of dangerous Conſequence to 
a Perſon to be knowing, in caſe they have but the leaſt Suſpicion that he 
has imbib'd fewer Prejudices than the common People, the Conſequence 
of this will be, that this Man, to preſerve himſelf from Ruin, ſhall act 
the Part of a Hypocrite, and mask himſelf; but will immediately throw 
it off, the Moment he thinks himſelf out of the Reach of the Inquiſi- 
tors. When once an 1talian gets ſafe to London, Florence, Paris, Lij- 
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bon, or Amſterdam, he becomes quite another Creature. This wretched 
Policy has produced a great Number of Athieſts, who look upon Religion 
as no other than a mere Contrivance of the Court of Rowe ; and who, 
for Fear of being one Day convicted of Unbelief, write, in order to ſcreen 
themſelves, upon the Immortality of the Soul, and on other Subjects 
which they believe nothing of; and all this only, (in caſe they ſhould 
b 0 to be perſecuted upon that Account) that they may make uſe 
of this a Handle, in order to prove that they have done their utmoſt to 
demonſtrate thoſe very Things which they are accuſed of denying. The 
Parallel between the Practice of the antient Church, and that of the In- 

iſitors with reſpect to Heretics, is excellently drawn ; tis ſcandalous 

r the Inquiſition to diſpenſe with thoſe Laws, which Juſtice, Huma- 
nity, o_ the Principles of Chriſtianity have preſcribed to all Tribunals. 
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
